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IT WAS A THROMBUS. 


At Least Such Was Dr.. Engle’s Opinion of 
McOcllough’s Case. 

_ PHILADELPHIA, November 18.—The recoiv- 
ing vault of the Monument cemetery was the 
scene this morning of an autopsy on the bod 
of the dead actor, Fobn McCullough, and it is 
doubtful if that cemetery ever held such body 
of men before. The autopsy .was held at the 
request of the family, in order to defi- 
nitely fix the cause of the death, and to 
substantiate or disprove Dr. Engie’s theory of 
the death, it being different from that held by 
the physicians at the Bloomingdale hospital. 
Dr. Engle’s theory was that the death had 
been caused by the disease known as thrombo- 
618, which is » gathering of the thrombus, or a 
clot of blood in one of the arteries, thus block- 
ing the tree circulation of blood 
throvgh it. This Dr. Engle 
believed to be the cause of the death, and al- 
ways contended thatit was the formation of 
one of these thrombiiin the brain that was 
the primary cause ofthe trouble, and whon 
assuming charge of the case, s0 confident was 
he of this fect that if he could but carry Mc 
Cullough through for thirty days with- 
cut the formation of a sec- 
ord thrombus, he could eventually 
be cured. But twoweeks had elapsed from 
taking charge of the case when the second 
jormed and death eneued. The physiciags at 
Bloomirgéale hospital claimed that the cause 
of insanity was from general causes, and not 
from a special one, a3 diagnosed by Dr.Engle. 
Among the physicians present were Dr Engle, 
who performed the autopsy; Drs. A. E. Raus- 
sel, aleo to assist him; C. K. Mills, and among 
otber medical gentlemen were Dr. Walter E. 
Bibby, family physician; Professor Frank 
Woodburg, Dr. J. M. Barton, surgeon general 
of the Jeflerson medical college: Dr. Theodore 
Gruel, Dr. J. H. Lloyd, Dr W.R.D. Blackwood, 
pnevroogist of the Presbyterian hospital; Dr. 
A. D. Hummel, of the Medical Bulietin; Dr. 
B. F. Hardy, surgeon in charge ot the Ma- 
ternity hospital, San Francisco; Dr. E. P. 
Rernardy. The body was removed from the 
casket shortly after 10 o’clock and placed on 
an operating table in the vault, ready for the 
autopsy. ‘The body was found to be in 
a most excellent state of preservation, 
rot the least sign of decay being 
visible, and was unchanged from its condi- 
tion when placed in the vault last Thuraday. 
Dr. Engle removed the brain from the skull, 
aud it was subjected to a close examination 
by wll the medical men present. Immedi- 
ately aftcrward the medical men,whose names 
are given above, held a private 
meeting and egreed to the  state- 
ment that there was a dissass of 
bicod vessela of the brain dus to blood poison, 
and the basilar artery and the middle cerebral 
arteries were tho ones mainly affected. The 
result of the autopsy fuily corroborated the 
cdiagnesis of Dr. Eugle. Among the persons 
present were Jas. McCullough, son ofthe de 
ceased,

Full reports were receives 
and discussed at lepgth from the committees 
on waterways, harbors and agriculture, all of 
which tended t® the primary object of the con- 
vention, which was to memorialize the federal 
corgress for sufficient and just appropriations 
to improve our important improvable water- 
ways and the deepening of the channel of the 
Mobile bay. 

Senator Pugh, Congressman Jones and 
Martin Hake eddressed the convention, and 
pledged theirsupport io the Alabama appros 
priation bills, 

Engineer Corthell presented the ship rail- 
way scheme ably, 

Mayor Skaggs, of Talledega, chairman of 
the railway committee, introduced a _ resolu- 
tion indorsing the Eads railway. 

The convention tabled the report and de- 
clined to coneider it. 

There was a general expression of sympa- 
thy for the scheme, but toe convention con- 
sidered it injudicious to indorse it. 

The meeting bas been harmonious, and is 
seid by visitors to be the ablest body of men 
eyer assembled in the state of like number. 

A number of telegrams from Senator Mor- 
gen and absent congressmen, indorsing the 
ovject of the convention, were received. — 

The memorial to congress was not finished 
in time and was not submitted. Governor 
O’Neal, Congressman Martin and ex-Congress- 
man Tom Williams spoke tonight, A com- 
mittee will be sent to congress to urge the ap- 
priations for a}l the rivers of Alabama.

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THE SERVIANS ROUTED. 


THREE THOUSAND MBN KILLEDIN 
BATTLE. 


Tbe Bulgarians Oheok the Triumphsl March of the 
Servians at Slivenetza— The Details of the 
Battle—The English Parliament Dis- 
solved—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpon, November 18.—In the capture of 
Bresnik the Servians carried eightcen lines ot 
entrenchments and captured one hundred and 
sixty-one prisoners with a number of rifles. 

The Bulgarian commander at Bresnik, Gen- 
eral Philipoff, fled, leaving his militery papers 
behind him, The Bulgarian voluateers, with 
their leader, also fled. 


A dispatch from Sofia says that troops are 
arriving there from Roumelia, Twenty-five 
thousand Serviaps were engaged yesterday 
Lear Slivenitza, whilethere were only 15,000 
Bulgarians in the engagement. There was 
desperate fighting at Slivenitza today. The 
Bulgeriaps forced*the Servian right wing 
back at the point sf the bayonet for several 
kilometres, with great losses. 

It is reported that the Servians fired upon 
the Red Cross ambulances. A militia force 
frcm Widden has made a successful sortie in 
the road into Servia, capturing 150 prisoners. 
The Serviens retreated in disorder trom 
Futchid, Smaltcha and Tuden, The follow- 
ing Servian account is from Tsaribrad: The 
Servians fourd the Bulgarians of unexpected 
strength at Slivenitza. The Seryians, after 
continucus fighting tor eighteen hours, are 
slowly pressing Prince alexander toward 
Sofia, the Bulgarians disouting every inch. 

Thirty thousand Servians were engaged in 
today’s fighting at Sliveni'za. 

A dispatch from Belgrade says that Queen 

Natalie has received a telegram from Zeita- 
char announcing the fail of Widden. The 
same dispatch says that a portion of the M»o- 
ravia civision, after a severe fight, captured 
Redomicr.. Four hundred prisoners have ar- 
rived at Belgrede trom the front. The prefect 
of Tru announces that the Servian inhabitants 
of that place who teok reiugo in Servia, are at 
liberty to return. 
- A telegram reccived states that the Bulgari- 
en treops have recaptured Bresnik and dis- 
pereed the survivors. No fears are entertain- 
ed at present for the sa’ety of Sofia. 

The Daily News basa dispatch from Sofia, 
cot firming the report of the Bulgarian victory. 
The Servians lost ten guns and 356 horses, 
enditis estimated that 3,000 Servians were 
killed or wounded. The Bulgarians on Tues- 
coy captured 200 Servien cavalry. The Bul- 
carians have #gain repulsed attacks on Drago- 
mand. 

GREECE WILL FIGHT. 

The Daily Telegraph says: It is almost 
certain that Greecewill goto war. Acaptain 
of the Greek navy has started for London to 
purchese men of war. 

M. Pheleman, mayor of Athens,in an in- 
terview with M. DeFreycinet, explained to 
him the reasons why Greece was unable to 
remaininactive during the present struggle 
in- the Belkans, and said that Greece would be 
obliged shortly to invade Ottoman territory. 

It is reported that a Turkish army corps 
bss concentrated at Kumanovo, near Uskuh, 
et the junction of the Nissa and Sofia roads, 
ard hes thrown out outposts on the Servian 
and Bulgarian frontiers. 

The Dirittoof Rome says, that Austria is 
disposed to cor cede territorial rectifications to 
ltaly in return for Italy’s support of changes 
in the political coystitation of the I 
ritery. 

The Vienna Neue Freie Presse has a dis- 
patch from Philippopolis, stating that the 
public cfficials and school teachers there have 
been ordered to join the Bulgarian army. _ 

The Tagblatt, of Vienna, says there is 
e eplitin the Hungarian cabinet in regard to 
the government’s eastern policy, and that 
three of the ministers will probably retire. 

Zia Bey, the Turkish minister here, has 
bended to M. Garac hanine, the Servian prime 
minister, the porte’s formal protest against 
Servia’s sction in Bulgaria. 

The porte has sent tothe powers a formal 
protest egsinst the Servian invasion of Bul- 
gsria. Turkey reserves the right to take mil-

Germany is now a powerful empire. The 
union has resulted in the recovery of the lost por- 
tions of her territory. giving Germany strength to 
keep them and protect their inhabitants, and ass 
sure the conditions necessary for their spiritual 
end material welfare. Thus no motives remain 
forthe inhabitants to turn their eyes toward 
France.” : : 

In concluding, the prince said he hoped the 
inhabitants would more and more recognize 
the fact that thcir separation from France was 
nomisfortune, and that their reunion with 
Germany guaranteed them a happy future.

A FRANTIC DEED. 


A MOTHER POISONS HER TWO 
BABBS. 


Afterwards She Kills Herself—Pique the Only Mo-«~ 
tive—A Family Quarrel Buds in a Shocking 
Tregedy—The Bereaved Husband's 
Grief—Orimes and Cagualities. 


From the New York Herald. 

One week ago a happier family did not 
exist in this city than that of Alfred Fritz, a 
designer and engraver, whose place of busi- 
ness is at No. 185 Grand street. But he quar- 
relled with his sensitive young wife over a 
trifling incident, and now his family is swept 
away and he js left alone. In a moment of 
picaue yesterday morning the unhappy 
woman poisoned herself and her two 
pretty children. The sight of his 
cead wife and two little ones stretched 
pide by side on the bed in his humble home, 
wade the husband insane with grief, and he 
raved and tore his hairlike a madman. Bat 
for the timely arrival upon the scene of the 
only friend he has in this country, Alfred 
Fritz would have swallowed a dose of the 
treme fatal liquid end thus have completed the 
extermination of the once joyous and pros- 
pe ous liitle family. 

The husband, the sole survivor, is a young 
man of twenty-seven years of age, of thrifty 
babitsand pleasant disposition, who four years 
ogo came to this city from Wurtemburg, Ger- 
meny-. He brought with bim his wife, Chris- 
tina Fritz, apd their two-year old daughter 
Lizzie. Allred was a good mechanic and he 
readily secured empleyment. He had means 
eufiicient to go into business for himself, but 
being a stranger in the couatry decided to 
firet searn the habits of the peopte before risk- 
ing his little fortune. He worked steadily for 
txo years at his trade in the place where the 
tragedy occurred, and ai the end of that time 
Lis employer sold the business to Fritz. 

A SMILING FUTURE. 

The yung men was overjoyed at securing 
the place, because he felt that a fortune was 
in store for him. He put more money into the 
coneerp, extended the premises, and intro- 
duced many new and novel features that im- 
medistely attracted attention. His wifejoined 
her efforts, and was found to be very useful 
xbcuttheshop. There wasa handsome and 
attractive display mm the window, back o! 
which was an extensive salesroom wal 
‘toeked with goods. In the rear of the sales- 

oom was aluple room for the workshop and 
ase siec ping apartments for the family. Fritz 
would sey to his wile, ‘We will put up with a 
liitie inconvenience until we can take solid 
comtert;” and, as the wife readily conceded 
to his wishes, ,there they lived. Fritz had 
bovghta hcusein Bbrookiyn, and as soon as 
he paid the smal! mortage upoa it intended to® 
live there. He bad cleared over $7,000 in his 
short buginess career. 

Never was there a more affectionate or lov 
ingcouple. The wife possessed. but one fault. 
She was unreasonably jealous. If a pretty 
ycurng women cemeinto the store to make a 
purchase Christina thought her husband was 
vpnusually attentive. She would playfully 
chide bim at first, but after awhile she grew 
mere serious in her complaints. He assured 
her that it was necessary for the success of his 
busipess to be pleasant with ail the customers. 
“But no matter bow pleasant I may be,” he 
would say, “there is but ons Gbristine.’'.......... 

“All right,” she would reply, “but I 
afraid of those pretty ladics.”’ 

Then she would go into the store and wait 
there until the customers left, all the time 
keepipg an eye upon her husband. He re- 
proscbed her for her suspicions, but did not 
okject to her presence in the store. He said 
ibat he knew it was cimply her iove tor him 
that made her s0 suspicious. 

A CLOUD APPRARS, 

Frit’z brotber came from Germany and in- 
creased the Fritz hcusehold. There was no 
recm for him to sleep on the premises, but a 
be]l room was secured on the floor above, 
George Fritz, the new arrival, was a delicate 
locking yourg man of twenty, and also under- 
stecd the engraving business. He was, there- 
jcre, considered a valuable acquisition. They 
al] ate together in the workshop snd made a 
happy and contented looking group. George 
worked away at the bench, while Alfred gave 
more of histimeto the arrangement of the 
gocds in the _ store. The con- 
tinued prosperity increased the young hus- 
band’s ambition to become rich, and he la- 
bored hard and earnestly both night and day. 
But en unexpected cloud shadowed the house- 
ho!d one dey, and, altbough only a trifling 
one, scon bore fruit. George, who is rather a 
pervous, fretful fellow, complained that the 
two little children annoyed him at his work. 
He told the husband thatthey picked up the 
tools and articles upen which he was at work 
and several times madehim additional labor 
by spoiling the goods, Alfred said that it 
should not continue, and he spoke to his wife 
about it. Mrs. Fritz replied hotly and said 
tbat the brother was coming between them to 
cevee trouble. On .-Thursday a second 
complaint was made, which resulted in 
the first serious quarrel between the happy 
ccuple. The husband said that the brother 
should not be turned out of doors, and that 
the only mistake he made was in ever having 
the tamily so close to his business. He further 
edced that he would secure living apartments 
elsewhere for his tamity. Mrs. Fritz became 
greatly angered, and repiied that her husband 
desired to have her out of the way so that he 
could continue his attentions to the lady cus- 
tomers in the store during her absence. When 
the little group sat at the supper tabie that 
night not a word was spoken. The husband 
was gloomy and morose and the wife was 
thoughtful. Young George ate his meal in 
silence and soon after went to his room up 
stairs. It was a gloomy household for the re- 
meinder of the night. 

LOVING OVERTURES REJECTED. 

The next day Mrs, Fritz recovered her usual 
epirits and made overtures of iriendliness tow- 
erd herhbusband, But he rejected all her ad- 
vances and refused to accept the flag of truce 
so gracefully offered. In the evening Louis 
Hartver called upon Fritz, accompanied by 
his wife. Hartner is a life long friend of 
young Fritz, and came over on the same 
steamer. The evening was pleasantly spent, 
the yourg couple hiding every tracs of their 
recent unpleasantness. When Hartner and 
his wife left at midnight they were unsuspici- 
ous of any trouble between their friends. 

Yesterday morning Mrs, Fritz took occasion 
to speak of the kindness of Hartner in giving 
them tuch a2 pleasant surprise. Fritz answer- 
ed only in monosyllables. Mrs. Fritz tried 
to be friendly and again made overtures, but 
the husbend repelled all advances, as he said 
afterward, to punish her. He said he did not 
want togiveintoo readily. He wanted to 
leern her a lesson. The family sat at the 
breshkfast table together, and when the repast | 
wee finished the husband went tohis bench 
end began work. George was sent down town 
for some material. hen Mrs. Fritz had 
cleared the table, the husband asked her to 
get him aclean shirt. She did so, and placed 
the buttonsin their places. Then she left 
the shop, saying she was going up to make

But he found that it was 
enly tootrue. When in the room with the 
cead Fritz made an attempt to swallow some 
of the poison, but bis watchfal friend detected 
the act ard thwarted the husband’s purpose. 
liartner thought it best to place Fritz in the 
hands of the police for better protection, and 
together they went to the Mulberry street sta- 
tion. There the story was explained and the 
police took charge of the house, Fritz remain- 
ed in the station for some time until he gradu- 
ally recovered hiscomposure. Thon he left 
with his friend. 

In the afternoon Coroner Messemer and his 
deputy, Dr. Herold, arrived upon the scene. 
Au sutopsy was mads in eace case, and traces 
of the fatal poison were quickly detected. Tha 
features of mother and children were placid 
and looked as natural asifinsleep. Coroner 
Messemer said they had suffered none, but 
ciedinstently. The poison used had been 
brought into the house two months ago by the 
husbend. When he placed the bottle contain- 
ing the drug on ashelfin the workshop, he 
told the wite rot to let the children go near it 
£8 one drop waa sufficient to cause death. He 
used the poizon in a mixture for gilding coins 
and metal.

in the case reveal that Benderson was {called to 
the door and shot down, or that he had beaten his 
wife so pear to death a day or so previous as 
stated by jthe Southron, The Advertiser is in 
error when it includes William Dodd 
and Mrs. Ben Dodd among the arrested 
parties. No arrests have been made except the 
parties bound over. Still worse. The Augusta 
Chronicle startled us by the statement that a;man 
named Crane had committed the foul murder. 
Mr. C. referred to as the murderer, is a respected 
citizen of Clarksville, isthe oldest lawyer in Hab- 
ersham county and was jeading counsel tor the 
defendants at the preliminary investigation. 

Jasper Henderson was shot down last Monday 
evening one week ago, at the house of his broth- 
er in-law. Twelve buckshot entered his body 
from behind, just about the lower extremity ol 
the ribe. Heiell tace downward, and died with- 
out uttering a word. The evidence before the 
coroner’s jury showed that he was shot about two 
hours by sun, and that he had been at Ben Dodd’s 
house about 35 minutes before he was shot; that 
no one was supposed to be_ present except 
Mrs. Henderson, his wife; Mrs. Dodd, his 
mother-in-law. and Mrs. Ben Dodd, who 
was in bed sick. The two former testified that 
they krought his body into the house soon after 
the shot was fired, while the latter testified that it 
was Dot broughtin untilafter dark. The former 
also tertified that it was not removed from the 
house after it was broughtin. Gus Ansley testi~ 
fied that he heard the report of a gun, and toat 
haifen hour aiter Bill Henderson passed his 
house. Bill Henderson testified that he went to 
Ben Dodd’s house Monday evening, and that 
be went from there by Ansley’s, and it was 
about one quarter of a mile and would take 
about fifteen minutes to travel it, and that he saw 
no sigus of a murder and heard nothing of it; said 
he stopped at the gate and did not g0 ia. A 
number of witnesses testified to a trail leading 
down into a thicket about 159 yards from the 
bouse, At the end of this traila linchpin and a 
piece of tobacco were found, which were identified 
positively as belonging to the deceased, and the 
testimon of Frank Coker was that he 
s2w Hendemon with the  luchpin 
atout 11 o’clock of the day of the killing, This 
is a brief sketch of the leading features of the 
case. A number oi more facts we have not space 
to give. In view of these facts, Mrs. Jasper Hen~ 
derson, wife, and Mrs. Dodd, mother-in-law of the 
murdered man, were arrested and brought before 
Justices Zachery aud Muley for a preliminary 
trial. The testimony of thej defense before the 
court of inquiry showed that Bob Morris had bor- 
rowed a shot gun the morning of 
the killing, es he safd to_ go sq uirrl- 
hunting. Another witness, Mrs. Bili Dodd, tes- 
tified that Morris passed her house late Monday 
evening with a shotgun and told her that he had 
shot Jasper -Henderson of his ownaccord and 
didn’t want anybody else to suffer for it, Mrs. 
Henderson and old Mrs. Dodd were placed under 
bond toappearat superior court as accessories 
after the fuct. Justices Zachary and Mulkey de- 
serve credit for the patience and attention which 
they gave the case. Lewis Davis and *J. W. Harris 
represented the prosecution, and 8. M. Smith and 
Mejor Crane the defense. 


BHEARDIN HER YOUTrH, 


How Our Pioneer Settlers Lived, Moved, 
and Had Thetr Fan, 
From the Franklin, Ga,, News. 

Away back in days long since passed by, 
there nestled emongthe hills in the lower 
part of Heard county, atown ofthen consid- 
erable proportions both as to size, freo trade 
and ‘‘sailor’s nghts,’”’ knownby the name of 
Liberty Hill—a name well earned by those 
that were physicaliy stout as to manhood. 
It was not then as it is now pressed 
snd its growth diminished by its 
rival sisters, LaGrange and Franklin, for 
then there was considerable business done 
there. Conveniences for crossing the river 
were not s0 good as now, and it did a large 
share of the country trade on the entire west- 
ern side of the river from Franklin to Verne. 
There was no business at Texas nor at Rock 
Mille on the west, and hence there was con- 
siderable territory to operate in. It kept dry 
goods, groceries and whiskies, and did 
a thriving business for years. 
The writer remembers when four dry 
goods stores, with full stocks, and two groce- 
ries were required to supply the wants of the 
people. It wasthen the genial face of B. L. 
Harris, of the firm of Dunson & Co., looked 
across the counter of that firm. He soon 
madea fortune and retired from business. 
Then Harris & Hood, W. W.Hughy, Dansby 
& Co., Scoggin & Brother—oh, she was a lovex 
ly town to look upon, more especially on Sat- 
urday evenings when almost the entire com- 
munity met to get their mail, swap horses and 
drink their tea. There was no strychnine 
or ratsbane in whiskythen. If any one got 
full and wante« a little fun, a ring was quick- 


| ly made, and all disputes settled in a manly 


wey—in aeguare, stand-up frght, at least till 
somebody helicaed, when peace was declared, 
a Crink taken and the diflerences settled ia 
full. Noshot guns nor pisiols in it; no head- 
ache next morning. Prominent among her 
citizens atthat time was big Bob Danson, 
w hose size and good humor always protected 
him. Jt was said of him that he frequentiy 
cut ard split eix' hundred rails in time 
to walk a miletothe hill and have time to 
get overjoyed before dark. Asin those days 
all Gecrgia towns hada bully, ours was no 
exception tothe general rule, and some one 
had to wear the belt. This would change oc- 
casionally. I first remember that hero, to my 
then youthful eyes,was Fiem Dunkin. When 
he ceme up end took enough tangle foot un- 
der his shirt to hear it slosh, then you might 
look out for fun. Some one had to 
tote the mail or take a licking. He 
ruled supreme until a  cross-eyed fellow 
from Henry county came along by the name 
of Skinner, when Dunkin picked up a Tartar 
and be holiceed from thenon. He ceased to 
b¢ aman of importance at all, and Skinner 
were the best. Our people were an industri« 
cus people, and this was a community of 
plenty. Corn sold at twentysfive cents per 
bushel, meat at three cents per pound and 
wheat fifty cents per bushel. Every man’s 
note was good. There was no difference in 
cesh and credit prices, nobody in debt, but 
everybody independent and prosperous. It 
was the home of hospitality ss many from all 
paris ofthe ciunty can testify. Our young 
people were fond of dancing, and by that we 
meen the equare dance, no so called dances, 
none of the hugging dances of the present 
day. It would have been an insult to a young 
lady then for 2 young man to have even pro- 
posed to plece an arm around her to dance, 
ard the same ought to insult our girls now.

SPRINGFIELD, 0., November 
Bookwalter,the well known democratic states - 
maw, willsoon arrive in this city, bringing 
with him one of the most magnificent collec- 
tious ofrare and curious furniture, bronzes, 
bric-a-brac, curios, ete., ever collected by an 
American citizen. Mr. Bookwalter has been 
traveling extensively in Europe during the 
past few months,and whenever he saw any 
rare and curious cbject he promptly purchased 
it. Thearticles have arrived in New York, 
and are nowstored at 110 Liberty street, at 
the office of Mr. Bookwalter’s paper, the Me- 
chenical News. 

A gentleman who has recently arrived from 
New York, where he inspected the collection, 
gives glowing descriptions of the articles. 
Among other things are bronze statues, vases 
snd designs ofthe rarest and most exquisite 
workmanship, a collection of seventy-five 
rugs from the looms of Damascus, Egypt, 
India, Turkey and other countries. The rugs 
are perfect poems of color, 
and are of wonderful tex- 
ture and fineness. Among the articles is a 
Persian wedding veil. These veils are al- 
most imporsible to obtain, and are of the most 
exquisite texture imaginable. They are 
about eight feetin length, and are made of 
silk ss fine as cobwebs. Hold one of them at 
arm’s length in the sir and let it fall on the 
flcor, and it falls perfectly flat instead of ina 
heap. 

The whole veil can be compressed into a 
thimble, Then there is carved farniture of 
the most wonderful beauty of design and 
workmanship. The carving is marvelous. 
There ere flying birds, human faces, animals 
and flowers of every description, all carved 
with inimitable skill, and standing out like 
the finest bas-relief. One set ot furniture is 
valued at mauy thousand dollars. 

The custom duties on the collection was 
very large—a smal) fortune in itself. Amon 
the other articles are wonderful embroider 
towels, ecerfs,etc., of the finest texture and 
ornemented in the most elaborate style. The 
value ot the collection 1s put at $25,000. Mr. 
Bookwalter is kept busy showing the collec- 
tion to-bis friends in New York. When he 
arrives bome he will probably give the public 
an opportunity ofreeing the articles by ar: 
ranging themin a hall and admitting the 
publie. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Bookwal- 
ter some years ago made @ collection of eurios 
during his travels in China, Japan and other 
eastern countries, which he brought home 
and exhibited in this city. A description of 
the articles appeared atthe time in the Com- 
mercial Gazette.

They see 
no light ahead unless their railroads will 
discriminate in their favor, and make rates, 
so far as they can. against the south. Line- 
shippers, they cry out, must be protected. 
They will find that railroad rates cannot be 
made that will put Pennsylvaniairon-makers 
on a footing with those of Georgia and Ala- 
bama. 


Tue rates charged for the use of telephones 

a year varies in this country from $56 in 
Richmond, Va, to $120 in Philadelphia, 
There are many local companies, but all pay 
tribute to the Bell company, which has 
foucht or negotiated all other patents out of 
the field, ~The number of instruments in 
ue is yery large. New York, Brooklyn and 

Jersey City have tcgether 9,000 instraments, 
Chicago 3,500. next comes Baffalo with 3,200, 
while Philadelphia bas 3,000, Cincinnati 
2,700 and Bosten 2,100, Rochester, where 
the cherges are about the same as at Baflalo, 
hes but §35. The charges at Buffalo are given 
ae from $50 to $110. In proportion to popu- 
lation Buffalo bas a larger number of instra- 


-fents than any other city in the country. 


SHAMS. 

There are some officious democratic news- 
papers which, unable to appreciate inde- 
pendence of opinion, are continually sitting 
in judgment on the utterances of journals 
which have the goodof the country and 
party at heart without regard to individuals, 
For instance, Tur ConstTiruTion and some 
other democratic journals, have taken occas- 
ion to criticize the sham civil service reform 
instituted under e republican administration, 
and to insist that the democrats cannot af: 
ford to indorse it; whereupon the Courier- 
Journal and papers of its kidney, make haste 
to announce that this denunciation of sham 
Civil service reform is nothing les; than ao 
atteck on President Cleveland’s administra- 
tion. 

Sach silliness as this is not western in its 
variety. There are other papers that echo 
the views of the Cuurier- Journal, and though 
the echo is altogether perfunctory, it indi- 
cates a jementable siaie of ignorance. lor 
the truth ie, that the very condiiion of 
aflairs against which Tue ConstirutTion has 
been protesting, has eppealed so powerlally 
to ihe conscience of the president that he has 
geemed ij his duty to reorganize the civil 
gervice commission on a democratic basis. 

We baye not undertaken to formally criti- 
cize the civil service law,though undoubtedly 
it is open to very grave objections; we have 
merely contended that civil service reform 
should take the shape of zenuine ciyil service 
reform. 

If it is criticizing a democratic administra- 
tion to protest against the sham reform in- 
stituted by the Dorman B, Eaton commiss 
sion, then we unhesitatingly enter a plea of 
guilty; for the sole purpose of the Eaton 
commission was to keep republicans in office 
and appoint other republicans to vacancies, 

We are of the opinion, however, that Mr. 
Cleveland has sympathized with every senti- 
ment expressed by Tue Constirurion in this 
perticular direction; for he is wise enough 
to know that his administration cannot bea 
cemocratic adminietration unless it ba sup- 
ported by cflicials who will unhesitatingly 
urdertake to putin practice and carry out 
cemccratic principles. Thisig the test, and 
it will remain the test long after sham civil 
tervice reform bas been forgotten. 

If the will of the people isto be carried 
ont, the country must bave democratic civil 
service reform, and when that is put in 
operation, we shall haye complaints only 
from the disreputable republicans who have 
been displaced to make room for honest and 
ecmpetent democrais. 

Tue Constitution and the people are de- 
pending on the strong common sense of the 
president, not only tointerpret the law as it 
should be interpreted, but to give to the 
country athoroughiy democratic adminis- 


DEPOSITORS OF NATIONAL BANKS. 

A newscheme in the interest of the na- 
tioral banks looks to making depositors as 
fecure as note-holders. Instead of asking 
congress to repeal the tax on circulation, it 
ig proposed to retain it, and to use the pro- 
ceeds of the tax to create a fund to meet all 
proved claims of depositors against insolvent 
national banks. As soon as the fand reaches 
$20,000,000 the tax is to be repealed, subject

depositors of nations] banks will be made as 
secure as any guarantee on this earth can 
make them. 

The scheme is e very plausible one; bat 
when its operation is considered it will be 
found to be a bill to encourage loose banking 
meétheds, to destroy all state banks, and to 
still further concentrate the moneyed power 
of the country in the general government. 
The first objection must commend itself to 
every business man. If note-holders and 
cepositors are alike secure against loss, who 
does not know that the ambitious and un- 
principled banker will ignore his steckhoid- 
ersif he sees, or thinks he sees,an opening 
io use the funds of the bank in speculative 
operations? Carelessness in supervision and 
reckless mavagement will followany decrease 
in responsibility. The bank officer dreads 
the anger and suffering of duped depositors, 
many of whom would be ruined in case of 
trouble in the bank; but he Would not let 
the interests of a handful of over-rich stock- 
holders stay his speculative tendencies. Tie 
other two objections are equally sound; and 
congress will doubtless hesitate to put upon 
the people duties and responsibilities that 
stould be borne by the banks that epjoy a 
large range of privileges and opportunitiss.

THE ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 

Neither party is very confident at this 
stege of the English canvass for members oi 
perliament. Butit should not be forgotten 
that the liberals are fighting for a clear ma- 
jority of the house of commons, while the 
tories only hope to secure enough to make a 
majority when reinforced by the Parnellites. 
This fact alone shows that the liberals con- 
sider themselves entitled to the control of 
the government, although they are not a lit- 
ile nervous over the coming vote. 

The next bouse of commons will contain 
670 members, or 18 more than before the 
peaesege of the redistribution bill. The party 
that wins 336 seats will controlit. The lib- 
eral strength in the iate house was 35/0. 
From this number musi be dedacted at the 
outset 40 sea‘e that Mr. Parnell will control. 
To be secure the liberals must gain abont 40 
seats in Scotland and England. They will 
probably gain one-third of that number 
in Scotiand, but it is doubtful whether 
they can gain 25 seats in Eogland. Predic- 
tion is, however, very unsafe, because no one 
knows bow the two million of new voiers will 
cast their ballote. 

The tories now hold 205 seats. They ex- 
pect to gain 70. seats in England, and, with 


| the Parnellites, to retain control of the house 


and the cabinet. The liberals need from 
English districts 25 additional seats; the 
tories need 70. Itis evident the latter have 
the more diflicult task. They count, how- 
ever, on the power the tory landlords have 
over the newly-enfranchised farm laborers 
and on the effects of the scare concerning 
disestablishment. Many believe the agita- 
tion of establishment will lift the tories out; 
but if it does we may expect to see the issue 
boldly presented yery soon afterwards by the 
liberals, and the entire reform hastened to 
the inevitable conclusion. 


THE SAME OLD FIGHT, 

A report comes across the water that seven 

hundred parliamentary candidates in Great 
sritain are pledged to yote ‘for the Deceased 
Wife’s Sister Bill. 

For the last forty or fifty years this has 
been a ridiculous but live issue in Hoglish 
politics. Just because it is forbidden, nearly 
every man in the kingdom seems to be smit- 
tem with an insané desire to marry the sister 
of his dead wife. As the years roll on popu- 
lar excitement increases. Many Englishmen 
evace the law by marrying and livingabroad, 
but ihizis too inconvenient to satisfy the 
ID GESES.

NEW YORK, November 18.—Never before in 
the history of the exchange has the market beea 
asactive es foratimetoday. The total reported 
sales for the first 830 minutes were 157,000 shares, 
and for the first hour 255,000 shares. Between 10 
and 12 the reported jsales} were 420,500 shares. 
While these are figures -taken from the official 
report, it is certain that the actual business was 
very materially larger than indicated, as it was 
absolutely impossible to obtain reports of all the 
transactions. The market continued active 
throughout most of the day, and the total sales 
were about the largest on record, aggregating 
774,200 shares They were slightly exceeded one 
Gay last week, and the reported sales on a single 
Gay several years ago were a little over 800,000 
shares. There are only a few exceptions where 
the bvetness reported is slightly in excess of to- 
Gay's. St. Paul, Western Union, Missouri, Kansas 
and Texes, Nor: :ern Pacific preferred, North west, 
Oregon Transcoutinental, Lake Shore and Pacific 
Mail led in the activity, but it has been a long 
time since the business was so well distributed. 
The London quotations received before 10 o'clock 
Were higher, and the New York market opened 
with intense excitement at '< to 54 per cent above 
the clesing last night. Louisville and Nashville, 
St. Paul, Pacific Matl, Northern Pacific preferred 
and Reading made gains of \ to 56 percent. The 
movement of prices during the day was unusually 
irregular, although the tendency of the market 
was strong during the early dealings, yet there.

A GLYNN COUNTY KILLING. 


Shot and Killed While Begging for His 
Life. 


Yesterday the govermor paid a reward of 
$200 to F. 8. Higginbottom iat C. M, Forbes 
for the arrest by them of William Strickland 
who on the ninth of August last shot and kill- 
ed C. F.Cox in Glynn county. The arrest 
was made September seventh and the priso- 
ner was delivered to the sheriff of Glyan 
county. 

The crime was committed on Sunday afters 
noon, and from the particulars gathered by 
Tae Constitution the affair was a brutal 
murder. Both of the parties were white and 
lived in the same neighborhood. It appears 
that Strickland and Cox had a fight on the 
morning of the day that Cox was killed, at 
Cox’s house, but made friends and Sirickland 
went home. 

Later in the day Cex and his wife left home 
and went see a family by the 
name of Joiner, livin about a 
helf a mile from Strickland’s. n after Cox 
and his wife reeched Joiner’s, Strickland 
heard of them being there. He got his gun, 
which was charged with bird shot, and 

DISCHARGED BOTH BARRELS 

andthen loaded it with buckshot, so that 
there would be no doubt of the gun doing 
effective service with its new load. He then 
walked over to Joiner’s, and seeing Cox in the 
houee, called tohim to come out. Cox saw 
that Strickland had his gun, and fearing that 
he would be shot down if he left the house, 
retused to come out. Strickland stopped 
it the tront gate, and made an effort to shoot 

Cox from where he stood, but was prevented 
from doing so by Mrs. Cox, who seeing Strick- 
land raise his gun to fire jerked her husband 
out of the doorway. Strickland hung about 
the house waiting for Cox to show himself. 
Late in the afternoon Cox left Joiner’s and 
Started acrots the field for the purpose of go- 
ing to his home. Strickland saw him as he 
left the house, and going around to the rear of 
the building, shot Cox as he was passing 
within a few yards of him. 

_The entire load of buckshot entered Cox’s 
right side and he fell to the ground. Cox 
aiterwards got up and started to return to the 
house, staggering as though he would drop 
dead at any moment, and as he walked begged 
Strickland not to shoot again, telling him that 
he was hit. When Cox had almost reached 
soa house, Strickland raised his gun again 
an 

FIRED THE SECOND TIME. 

The load entered Cox’s back, and he fell to 
the ground, dying instantly. Cox’s wite, 
hearing the firing, rushed out of the house, 
and was within a tew feet of her husband 
when he was shot the second time and killed. 
Strickland left the place immediately after 
the shooting, and for some months took refuge 
in a house lecated in an almost impassable 
swamp. He had clustered about him friends 
who assisted him in his efforts to evade arrest, 
and it was not until September 7th, a month 
elter the shooting, that his captare was ef- 
fected. Strickland is fifty-seven years ot age. 
At the time that he killed Cox and took to the 
swamp he gave it out that he would not be 
taken, as he was too old to think of spending 
the remainder of his lifein prison. 


WHIPPED AT THE OITY PRISON. 


BU] Wynr, a Thirteen-year Old Boy, Given 
a Flogging by His Mother. 

‘Say, Jane, stop! You’ll kill that boy! 
That’s enough!” said Stationhouse Keeper 
3uchanan to Jane Wynn yesterday. 

‘Better be a dead negro dan a live thief, 
boss,” answered the woman, as she brought 
the strap down over the boy’s back again and 
agsin until finally worn cut, she laid the lash 
away. 

It was in the corridor at the city prison and 
the flogging the woman gave her boy was wit- 
nessed by a half dozen prisoners and half as 
maby policemen. 

HOW IT CAME ABOUT, 

Jane Wynn isa hard working, honest wo- 
man. She lives in the first ward near the 
junction of Petersand Walker streets and is 
the mether ofthe worst boy in Atlanta. The 
boy is about thirteen years of age and is the 
terror of every child white and black in the 
ward. He is stoutandswift footed and those 
he cannot waip he can run away from. Long 
ago the boy overpowered his mother and since 
the dey upon which he found she could not 
hardie him she has had no control over him.

JUST AS HE PLEASED, 
end nearly every day is engaged in two or 
three fights. Yesterday morning he jumped 
upon a small white boy and gave him a terri- 
bie whipping, and then threatend to whip the 
bey’s mother, who drove him away. When 
the difliculty was reported to Wynn’s mother, 
she attempted to whip him, but quickty gave 
up the task. She then sent for a policeman, 
and when Officer McWilliams responded 
she asked himito arrest the boy. The wo- 
man told the officer her story, and when she 
had finished, the officor told her that he 
would 
TAKE THE BOY TO POLICE HEADQUARTERS 
and make a case against him, or that she could 
give him a good whipping. This idea pleased 
the woman and she accompanied the officer 
end her boy to the city prison. There Officer 
McWilliams explained the case, and Station- 
house Keeper Buchanan handed her a broad, 
heavy strap, which has been used on several 
cecasions to infuse life into pérsons who were 
trying tosuicide. The woman took the strap 
and, weighing it well in her right hand a 
gecond, brought it whizzing through the air.

Alderman Hutchison is the chairman of tho 
police ccmmittee of the general council, and 
the police department appears to be the alder- 
man’s hobby, tor he works industriously aad 
constantly to enhance its value.

A Talk With Professor Salter on What He 
Thinks ofthe Big instrument. 
Yesterdsy a CONSTITUTION reporter had quite an 
interesting talk with Professor Salter whose 
matchiess playing at theorgan recital Tuesday 
night wes the talk of the city among music lovers 


yesterday. Professor Salter came to Atlanta by 
engagement of the organ committee of the 
First Methodiat church to make 
a thorough test of the organ and to pass judg- 
menton its qualities. Ofcoursea great deal of 
interest has been feitin the verdict that the pro- 
fessor would make, 

“When I took my seat at the organ,’’ said the 
professor to the reporter, ‘‘I was afraid the organ 
was not largeencough for the church, although it 
is the largest organ in the south, outside of New 
Orleansand Louisville. I was agreeab'y surprised 
however to find that theinstrument was in every 
way equal tothe demands. I have mot had an 
opportunity to sit in a distant part of the audito: 
rium and hear romeone else play, but asI sat at 
the keyboard and played myself, I could feel tae 
nm usic swell back tome like an echo, and I kaew 
that all wesright ’’ 

“What do you think of the organ generally ?”’ 

‘It is what I call a fine organ. ean if isan 
instrurenutthat will make particulariy fine music 
and such as will be most celightiultohear. Itis 
asweet-toned organ. There is nothing harsh about 
it. Ifound the mechanism simply perfect, and 
the voicing exquisite. It is very unusual in an 
organ of the price - to find such an 
excellent quality of mechanism.
